Latest Bits and Pieces 
On Smith-Ewing Tract

Land clearing operations and construction on the Greenbriar 
apartment project and the Franklin D. Roosevelt senior high 
school are moving ahead on the 160+ acre Smith-Ewing North 
tract east of the Baltimore-Washington Parkway. The 1,193-unit 
luxury apartment development will occupy 80+ acres and the 
FDR high school some 40 acres (see map below). The city hopes 
to acquire the remainder of the Smith-Ewing tract adjacent to 
the high school with the Greenbriar developer paying for 7% 
acres, and the rest coming from Federal and State open-space 
funds and city bond issue money. 


Land-Clearing 

The major portion of the Green¬ 
briar site has been cleared by chip¬ 
ping of the trees and burning of 
the stumps. According to city staff 
who have been supervising the air 
curtain destructor method of burn¬ 
ing, the city regulations have been 
strictly abided by and there have 
been no complaints. (The Green¬ 
briar developer has been paying 
the city for this inspection service.) 
The county’s Department of Envi¬ 
ronmental Health is also providing 
inspection — twice daily — and re¬ 
ports no violations or complaints 
with respect to either the Green¬ 
briar or high school sites. 

Footings and cinder block work 
for the Greenbriar recreation build¬ 
ing and some of the apartments 
have been started and will continue 
despite the fact that the developer 
has run into a snag with respect 
to his on-site temporary sewage 
treatment plant. 

Sewage Easement 

Although State authorities have 
approved the discharge of the se¬ 
wage effluent into a tributary of 
the Beaver Dam Creek, there still 
remains the requirement that the 
effluent be piped to that part of the 
stream that is continuously flowing. 
According to the developer, this 
can be accomplished by an approx¬ 
imate 100-foot underground pipe¬ 
line from the plant located on the 
northern tip of the Greenbriar pro¬ 
perty to the receiving stream either 
on National Aeronautic Space Ad¬ 
ministration (NASA) property or 
National Park Service (NPS) land 
near the exit ramo leading from 
the Baltimore-Washirfrton Parkway 
to NASA. 

NASA officials are presently 
studying the developer’s request 
for an easement for the pipeline 


and an NPS official on May 21 an¬ 
nounced that it will not consider 
the application for an easement un¬ 
til the (developer's) initial request 
filed with NASA is disposed of. The 
NPS official also stated the opinion 
that an environmental impact state¬ 
ment would have to be prepared, 
which, according to informed 
sources, would take at least 120 
days. Both the Save Our Commun¬ 
ity Committee (SOCC) and the 
Prince Georges Environmental Co¬ 
alition (PGEC) have been urging 
this course of action upon the gov¬ 
ernmental agencies. 

This timetable could place the 
Greenbriar developers in a bind. 
As a condition of the March 21 
issuance of building permits, the 
county required a performance 
bond in the punitive sum of $500- 
000, stipulating that “Phase 1 of 
the package treatment plant to 
serve Greenbriar . . ■. shall be op¬ 
erational on or before October 1, 
1973 . . . ” A spokesman from the 
county's Office of Law indicated the 
penalty is firm with no contingency. 

SOCC is also appealing the de¬ 
cision of the State Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene ap¬ 
proving a point of discharge 
for the Greenbriar plant. The State 
Board of Review, which handles 
such appeals, however, indicates it 
will take no action until the SD- 
HMH approves the permit for the 
plant. 

Senior High School 

Unlike the Greenbriar project, 
the FDR senior high school has no 
sewage hook-up problems. This is 
because the school, which has been 
give an exception from the State 
moratorium, is located on the other 
side of the ridge line, and sewage 
Continued on page 8, col.

If County Ciuncil Sets Word, 
City Tax Rate Can Go Down

Facing a 9 cent increase in the Greenbelt property tax rate, 
city taxpayers received the comforting news at the May 22 
public hearing that they were sure of getting some tax relief 
from the county. City manager James K. Giese said that as the 
result of the tax differential bill adopted last November, tax¬ 
payers would get credit for county taxes paid for services that 
are also provided by municipalities. What is unsettled is wheth¬ 
er the rebate would be paid to the municipality or to the indi¬ 
vidual taxpayer directly. ______— 


Whichever way the county coun¬ 
cil decides to apply the credit, 
Giese said, the effect will be relief 
for the city taxpayer in an amount 
equivalent to at least 5 or 6 cents 
on the city tax bill. Moreover, 
Giese said, if the county is respon¬ 
sive to the urgings of city taxpayers 
and municipalities that the credit 
should also include local police ser¬ 
vices, the tax relief could amount 
to as much as 40 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. At present, 
county executive William Gullett 
has excluded police department 
costs from the rebate on the 
grounds that the county is provid¬ 
ing equal police service throughout 
the area. The municipalities are 
arguing that the tax differential 
law lists police services as a spe¬ 
cific reimbursable item. 

Capital Improvements 

The May 22 hearing centered 
mainly on capital improvements and 
recreation expenditures. Both Jo¬ 
seph Wilkinson, Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion Advisory Board president, and 
Don Volk, of the Advisory Planning 
Board, supported the parkland ac¬ 
quisition program outlined by 
Giese. Both, however, differed with 
the priority given by Geise to the 
purchase of Smith-Ewing and Par¬ 
cel 1 parkland before parcel 15 
parkland. 

Wilkinson felt that parcel 15 (19 
acres adjacent to Charlestowne Vil¬ 
lage) should be given priority be¬ 
cause cf 1) accelerating land value 
in view of proximity to Beltway; 
2) control of erosion; 3) need for 
noise buffer and air shed; 4) es- 


GHI Tax Appeal Denied 

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. received 
some bad news from the county 
this week when it was informed 
that its appeal of a 47% increase in 
its 1972 real estate tax assessment 
was denied by the county Board of 
Tax Appeals. The case has been 
hanging fire since December 1971 
when the county assessor increas¬ 
ed the assessed valuation of GHI 
from $7,840,570 to $11,621,500 (later 
reduced to $11,515,640). As a result 
of this increase, GHI paid about 
$181,000 more in taxes in the cur¬ 
rent year. 

GHI had argued that the in¬ 
creased tax assessment was based 
on the sales price of GHI homes 
which includes values other than 
house and yard such as the com¬ 
mon land. Since such corporation 
assets are already accounted for 
separately, this, in the minds of 
GHI, constituted “double taxation.” 
But the Board of Tax Appeals 
said that since GHI had not pro¬ 
vided a separate listing of such as¬ 
sets, it was unable to take this 
factor into account. 

GHI expects to take its case to 
the State level and appeal the rul¬ 
ing to the Maryland Tax Court. 


thetic considerations central to the 
enjoyment of the entire Greenbelt 
Lake Park; and 5) greater possibili¬ 
ty of development because of court 
and State actions releasing sewer 
disposal funds. 

Giese explained his reasons for 
giving first priority to Smith-Ewing 
Parkland (money already promised 
by the Greenbriar developer for 
this purchase) and second priori¬ 
ty to parcel 1 parkland (the city 
being required under provisions! 
governing Federal donation of 14 
acres of Agricultural Research 
Center surplus property to acquire 
additional acreage in five years). 
He also noted that both these items 
were included in the $950,000 bond 
issue approved by the electorate in 
1968, whereas parcel 15 parkland 
was not included in the bond issue. 

Wilkinson said that PRAB listed 
its priorities only in case State and 
Federal grants were not available 
at this time in amounts sufficient 
to acquire all the land outlined. He 
said that PRAB favored a bond 
referendum if needed to assure 
eventual purchase of all three 
tracts. 

Recreation 

The council heard a plea by the 
Boys and Girls Club for increased 
city contributions. President Frank 
Austin said that the club has more 
than 850 youngsters participating 
in such activities as football, bas¬ 
ketball, baseball, softball, soccer, 
cheerleading, etc. The budget for 
the year, he said, is over $17,000, 
of which the club will raise about 
$13,000. The club is asking $4,500 
from the city. 

Council reacted in a sympathetic 
manner, but pointed out that last 
year the city contributed only $1,000. 
Austin said that the increase is 
partly so great this year because 
of the need for a one-time refitting 
of uniforms. 

Walter “Bud” Dean reminded 
the council that unlike many other 
recreational activities, no monev is 
being asked to pay individuals; 
the club is run by volunteer helo. 
Wilkinson also made a strong pitch 
for city support of the contribu¬ 
tions asked by the various recrea¬ 
tional groups, pointing out that it 
would be much more costly to the 
city if it attempted to run these 
programs itself. All the organiza¬ 
tions together are asking for $9 890 
in contributions by the city. Last 
year, the council gave $3,950. 

In another matter, Wilkinson 
passed along the PRAB view that 
the city manager’s request for an 
administrative aide should be al¬ 
lowed in view of the increasing 
need for seeking out, coordinating, 
and expediting receipt of Federal 
and State grant money to help out 
city programs. 

These and other questions will be 
resolved by council when it takes 
final action on the budget at a 
special meeting on Monday, June 4.

The writer also asked council¬ 
man Allen Morrison to work on the C & P Telephone Company 
to secure metropolitan telephone service for Greenbelt.” 

The board of directors of GCS was preparing a defense to 
charges by one stockholder of “mismanagment and improper 
management policies ...” 

Nursery School was holding a fair in the social room of 
Center School which would feature an animal exhibit, a fortune 
teUer, a rummage sale, a fish pond, a book stall, portrait painting 
refreshments and dancing.

Papers Filed in Rhea Cohen 
Contempt Appeal 

The necessary brief has been 
filed in connection with the appeal 
of Rhea Cohen’s contempt citation 
by Circuit Court Judge Perry G. 
Bowen at last December’s trial in¬ 
volving a suit filed by local citizens 
against the use of Maryland-Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission parkland for the Lar¬ 
go sports arena. 

The appeal will probably be heard 
by the Court of Special Appeals of 
Maryland in the September term. 

Judge Bowen had convicted Mrs. 
Cohen, one of the plaintiffs in the 
Largo suit, of direct criminal con¬ 
tempt for a statement she made at 
the close of the trial charging him 
with “bias and prejudice.” He im¬ 
posed a sentence of three months’ 
imprisonment and a fine of $500, 
which Mrs. Cohen is appealing. 

According to the appellant’s brief 
filed by attorneys Stephen H. Sacks, 
Gregory L. Reed, and Alan Jay 
Goldstein, Mrs. Cohen's statement 
was made in the course of reading 
into the record an “affidavit of bias 
and prejudice” after the judge had 
asked if anybody else had anything 
to say in connection with the case. 

The brief states that “her tone 
and demeanor were at all times re¬ 
spectful and courteous, and her 
statement caused no disturbance or 
other apparent reaction by the spec ¬ 
tators in the courtroom. The judge 
at no time cautioned her or ordered 
her to desist from or modify her 
speech, or gave any other indica¬ 
tion that she was behaving impro¬ 
perly.” 

Following her remarks, the judge 
stated that he regarded her com¬ 
ments “as a direct indication of 
contempt for this court.” The court 
indicated subsequently that it con¬ 


sidered contemptuous her remarks 
that the presiding judge “unfairly 
prevented the plaintiffs from en¬ 
tering into the record evidence and 
testimony essential to plaintiffs’ 
case,” and that he willfully harassed 
the plaintiffs,” and that he made 
an outrageous and false statement 
in open court. 

The appellant’s brief argues that, 
under Maryland law, Mrs. Cohen’s 
remarks did not constitute misbe¬ 
havior, because they did not ob¬ 
struct the courts proceedings, and 
because they were not uttered 
with the intention to engage in an 
impropriety. It was also argued 
that her summary conviction was 


a denial of due process guaranteed 
by the XIV Amendment to the U. 
S. Constitution. 

The appellant’s attorneys state 
that Mrs. Cohen did not act im ¬ 
properly merely by alleging bias 
and prejudice, and that while some 
of her language might be consider¬ 
ed somewhat strong, “it falls far 
short of being contemptuous.” Quo¬ 
ted in the brief were the “famous” 
words of U. S. Supreme Court Jus¬ 
tice William O. Douglas: “The law 
of contempt is not made for the 
protection of judges who may be 
sensitive to the winds of public 
opinion. Judges are supposed to be 
men of fortitude, able to thrive in 
a hardy climate.”

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Environmental lews 

by Gabe Huck 

The Department of Commerce 
and the Office of Consumer Affairs 
have a booklet available from the 
GPO entitled: Eleven Ways to Res¬ 
cue Energy Consumption and In¬ 
crease Comfort in Household Cool¬ 
ing, (Leave it to the government to 
come up with a grabby title!) The 
introductory chapter explains the 
BTU and the financial savings in¬ 
volved in cutting down on energy 
consumed by cooling equipment 
And since any consumption of en¬ 
ergy leads to some pollution of the 
environment, reduction in house¬ 
cooling energy means a cleaner 
world. I would suggest a copy of 
this booklet (0303-0876, 35c) and its 
companion, 'Seven Ways to Re¬ 
duce Fuel Consumption in House¬ 
hold Heating , . . through Energy 
Conservation,” (0303-0888, 25c) as 
part of the small environmental 
reference shelf every home should 
have. 

Here are some of the practical 
suggestions — If your home is air 
conditioned, do everything pos¬ 
sible to cut down on air infiltration 
and breakage with weather-strip¬ 
ping, keeping storm windows and 
doors on, tightly closing the fire 
place damper, tightly sealing the 
Attic, using covered pots and low 
fires in cooking. 

Your windows can be a problem 
with or without air conditioning. 
Inside ways to shade the house 
(blinds, drapes, etc.) can reduce 
heat gain by as much as 50% when 
the sun is striking the windows if 
these shades are light in color and 
opaque. Heat-absorbing special 
glass can do the same job and not 
interfere with the view. But by far 
the best way to .cut down on this 
source of uncomfortable heat is 
a shade outside, awnings, over¬ 
hangs, sun screens and—would you 
believe?— trees! (Which makes it 
even more sad to see the way so 
many housing developments have 
been begun by leveling trees that 
won't be back for decades,) This 
can reduce solar heat gain by up 
to 80%. 

There are several ideas on insul¬ 
ation—and on how quickly the cost 
of proper insulation will be paid 
back in savings if the house is air- 
conditioned. 

You can’t do much about the bodv 
heat you give off and the added 
cooling that calls for, but you can 
do a lot about the heat given off 
by electricity, gas and other fuels. 
The savings to the pocketbook and 
environment come through simple 
things: turn off lights not needed, 
use appliances only as much as 
needed (the sun can dry a lot of 
clothes in the summer), keep the 
refrigerator and freezer doors 
tightly closed. Also, using electri¬ 
city at non-peak hours (early in 
the mornng and late evenings) will 
help everyone—and you won’t feel 
the heat they generate so much at 
these times. 

The booklet contains chapters on 
selecting cooling units, operating 
them, and maintaining them. It 
also gives ideas on constructing 
homes, painting and landscaping 
so that heat costs will be kept low, 
and a reminder of the ways that 
people managed to live and en¬ 
joy life wthout air conditioning: 
for example, using the naturally 
roolest times of the day to take air 
into the house and then keeping 
that cool air inside during the 
hottest hours.

Pent Control Legislation 

Coming to public hearing before 
the County Council on June 5, at 
1:30 p.m., in Upper Marlboro Court 
house is legislation that would tag 
rent increases to five percent above 
their Jan. 10 levels through 1974. 
The measure would allow the 
Landlord - Tenant Commission, 
starting operation July 1, to grant 
greater rent hikes when economic 
hardship or less is proven. 

Introduction of the fourth Coun¬ 
cil act on rent increases could sig¬ 
nal an end to the legislative body’s 
reliance on a system of voluntary 
rent ceilings agreed to by county 
landlords. 

The legislation applies to all a- 
partments with three or more units 
and rolls back rents increased 
above the five percent figure to 
comply with the new measure.

can flow by gravity. As early as 
April 1971, county authorities ap¬ 
proved the $13,000 Brier Ditch gra¬ 
vity trunk sewer for connecting the 
school with the permanent public 
system in the Anacostia Basin. Last 
week the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission put out for 
bids the construction work for the 
connecting sewer. 

Foundation and preliminary steel 
structure work on the school have 
already begun. 

Permanent Sewage 

Because of the State moratorium 
on sewage hook-ups, however, the 
WSSC has refused to permit Green- 
briar to hook up with the overbur¬ 
dened Blue Plains or Western 
Branch treatment plants until fa¬ 
cilities are enlarged. As the result 
of Governor Mandel’s allocation of 
State funds to the expansion of the 
Western Branch, it is anticipated 
that the Western Branch expans¬ 
ion will be completed by the end 
of 1974. At that time, the tempor¬ 
ary Greenbriar sewage treatment 
plant would be required to disband 
and hook in directly to the public 
system. A pumping station and 
force main sewage line, costing 
over $300,000 to the developer, will 
be required to accommodate the 
Greenbriar project. 

In a related matter, Glenn T. 
Harrell, Jr., for the county office 
of law, responded to questions rais¬ 
ed by SOCC and PGEC regarding 
the granting of a building permit 
for the Greenbriar project before 
certain key issues had been resolv¬ 
ed. The essence of Harrell’s reply 
was that the other issues were not 
relevant for the granting of the 
building permit but could be rele¬ 
vant if not resolved at the time 
that the developer requests a use 
and occupancy permit. 

For example, Harrell said, no use 
and occupancy permits or apart¬ 
ment licenses could be issued for 
the proposed Greenbriar project 
unless the package sewage treat¬ 
ment plant were built in accor¬ 
dance with the conditions laid down 
by the Ten Year Water and Sewer 
Plan. P 

Delinquent Taxes 

Responding to charges that he 
has received favored treatment 
from county authorities because 
his Greenbriar property had not 
been put up for sale for non-pay¬ 
ment of $7,610 in city taxes and 
$12,570 in county taxes, Alan Kay 
said that he was appealing a tax 
reassessment. He said his proper¬ 
ty had been assessed for $763,920 
as R-30 garden apartment develop¬ 
ment with sewage, whereas the 
property has no access to a public 
sewage system. 

According to the county treasur¬ 
er’s office, the procedure, until re¬ 
cently, was for the property owner 
to withhold taxes until an appeal 
was settled. A new interpretation 
by the county’s Office of Law re¬ 
quires that a property owner must 
now pay his taxes even if an appeal 
is pending. A spokesman for the 
county surmised that the Green¬ 
briar developer, as well as other 
property owners who have not paid 
their taxes, probably had protested 
their assessment prior to the imple¬ 
mentation of the new procedure. 

Kay told the News Review that 
in order to avoid confusion over 
this issue, he will be paying his 
taxes in June,

Candidates’ Guidelines 
For School Board Post 

Guidelines for election of the 
newly created Prince Georges coun¬ 
ty school board were announced 
last week by the Board of Election 
Supervisors. 

School board members will be el¬ 
ected from nine new school board 
districts, A primary election will be 
held on September 11 for all nine 
seats. This non-partisan election 
will be followed by a special elect¬ 
ion on November 6, at which time 
the voters will choose between the 
two top vote getters in the Sep¬ 
tember 11 election from each school 
board district. The new members of 
the elected school board will be 
seated on December 3 of this year. 

(If, however, a drive to petition 
to referendum the law establishing 
the elected school board succeeds, 
there may be no election at all this 
year. A group of residents is now 
trying to collect the necessary sig¬ 
natures — 6,500 by June 1 and 
another 6,500 by June 30 — to put 
the whole question of an elected 
school board on the 1974 ballot and 
rule out elections until after then.) 

Board members shall serve six- 
year terms except that initially the 
terms will vary according to the 
district. Greenbelt is located in a 
district where its board member 
will serve for five years — until 
December 1978. Vacancies will be 
filled by appointment of the coun¬ 
ty executive subject to confirma¬ 
tion by the county council. 

Chairman of the school board will 
receive an annual compensation of 
$7,000, while school board members 
will receive $6,500. No person will 
be able to serve more than two 
terms. Candidates must be resi¬ 
dents of the county for at least 
three years and registered voters. 
After election a school board mem¬ 
ber shall not hold any other office 
of profit in county government or 
become a candidate for any other 
office. 

Candidates must file nomination 
petitions by Monday. July 2, with 
a fee of $25. These petitions must 
contain the signatures of no fewer 
than 500 voters of the district. The 
necessary printed forms can be 
obtained from the Board of Elec¬ 
tion’s office. 

At the time cf filing the petitions 
a candidate must apnoint a cam¬ 
paign treasurer. All reporting and 
other reauirements of the “Fair 
Election Practices” provisions of the 
election laws must be observed. 

Greenbelt is part of a district 
consisting of parts of Hvattsville, 
Lanham, and College Park.

To date the door-to-door survey 
being conducted by Citizens for a 
Better GHI has included Courts 56 
thru 73 on Ridge Road and most 
of the homes on Research.

An additional loan pay¬ 
ment for large-scale renovation 
would be beyond many of these 
members, whose primary wish is 
for good maintenance for the dol¬ 
lars they provide GHI for this pur¬ 
pose.
